The  Medical  college  was  discontinued  in 
1 9 1 1 ,  but  the  hospital,  including  the  nursing 
school,  was  continued  under  the  name  Flint 


Freedman’s  Aid  Society  of  the  United  Methodist 
Church,  Straight  University  and  Normal  School 
were  founded.  They  were  subsequently  renamed 
Straight  College  and  New  Orléans  University, 
respectively. 

Gilbert  Academy,  a  secondary  school,  was  a 
unit  of  New  Orléans  University.  Straight  Col¬ 
lege  operated  a  law  department  from  1874  to 
1 886.  New  Orléans  University  in  1 889  opened 
a  medical  department  ,  including  a  school  of 
pharmacy  and  a  school  of  nursing.  The  medical 
department  was  named  Flint  Medical  College 
and  the  affiliated  hospital  was  named  Sarah 
Goodridge  Hospital  and  Nurse  Training  School.

Perspectives  ofClass  Chaplains 


“Whatsoever  ye  do  in  word  or  deed,  do  ail  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord  Jésus.”  Colossians  3: 17.  This  verse  aptly 
describes  Dillard  University’s  chàpel  ministry  and  the 
drive  that  fuels  their  goodwill  and  dedication  to  helping 
others.  Underthe  dynamic  leadership  of  Rev.  E.  Bowman 
and  the  assistance  of  class  chaplains,  the  chapel  ministry  in 
the  past  couple  of  years  has  flourished  while  carving  its 
niche  in  the  rock  of  Dillard  University.  The  campus 
ministry  is  a  multi-tiered  organization  that  consists  of  a 
music  ministry,  an  éducation  ministry,  a  benevolence 
ministry  and  a  board  of  trustées.  These  individuals,  and 
their  supporters  work  hard  to  ensure  that  the  campus 
ministry  is  successful.  As  a  resuit,  chapel  service  today  is 
no  longer  just  chapel  service.  It  is  a  célébration.  It  is  a 
chance  to  praise  god,  give  thanks  for  life,  and  bathe  in  the 
glory  of  goodness. 

“When  I  left  home,  1  was  seeking  spiritual  growth. 
When  I  arri  ved  at  Dillard  I  continued  that  search  and  found 
it  in  the  campus  ministry.”-  Jr.  Class  Chaplain  Steve 
Jubert.  Steve  encountered  more  than  just  spiritual  growth 
while  working  with  the  campus  ministry,  but  growth  as  an 
individual  overall  and  gives  thanks  to  the  innovations  of 
Rev.  Bowman,  and  the  spiritual  energy  of  Dillard  Univer¬ 
sity.  Jubert  says,  “The  ministry  is  an  excellent  ministry. 
There  are  a  lot  of  learning  avenues.  This  is  a  ministry 
where  you  hâve  a  chance  to  hâve  a  part  in  making  the 
Church.  Y  ou  hâve  a  chance  to  preach,  praise  and  be  church 
leaders  as  young  people.  Students  are  the  ones  working 
and  putting  in  long  hours.  It  (working  with  the  ministry) 
is  a  great  thing  and  a  lesson  in  leadership  and  coopération.” 

Sophomore  Class  chaplain,  Eugene  Herbert  ech- 
oes  many  of  the  same  sentiments  as  his  peer  Jubert.  Herbet 
became  involved  in  the  ministry  as  a  resuit  of  becoming 


more  mindful  of  his  calling  into  the  preaching  ministry 
and  because  of  his  fascination  with  Rev.  Bowman  as  a 
renowned  theologian  and  academician.  In  fact,  Herbert 
accompanied  Bowman  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall 
semester  to  a  United  Church  of  Christ  conférence  in 
Puerto  Rico  conceming  multiculturalism  in  the  church. 
Herbert  crédits  the  vigor  of  campus  ministry  in  part  to 
its  ability  to  expose  students  to  different  expériences  as 
well  as  its  ability  to  allow  students  to  work  with  great 
people  such  as  Renita  Weems  and  Jeremiah  Wright. 

Jasmin  Vann,  Fr.  Class  Chaplain  appréciâtes  the 
accessibility  of  the  chapel  ministry  to  ail.  “A  good  job 
is  donc  keeping  an  open  door  policy.  People  don’t  feel 
threatened  to  participate...A  lot  of  people  are  away 
from  home  and  need  the  church  as  a  part  of  their  lives.” 

Perhaps,  Senior  Class  Chaplain,  Monique  Bell  of- 
fers  the  most  perspective  on  the  chapel  ministry  as  she 
has  seen  it  grow  from  what  it  was  in  1 996  to  what  it  is 
today.  “  I  hâve  watched  the  campus  ministry  grow 
tremendously  in  the  past  three  years.  The  last  two 
classes  hâve  a  strong  Christian  movement  and  it  will 
never  die  because  so  many  people  are  involved.”  Bell 
notes  however  that  “....the  chapel  ministry  can  only 
help  to  organize  the  movement  (religions)  but  it  takes 
the  effort  of  each  individual  class  to  keep  the  move¬ 
ment  going”  Bell  remarks  that  the  ministry  has  grown 
because  students  see  the  church  as  a  “method  of  keep¬ 
ing  them  on  track  in  laying  out  the  plans  for  their  lives. 

The  campus  ministry  is  a  central  part  of  campus  life 
and  the  community.  It  is  an  organ  that  serves  ail  and 
serves  ail  well.  May  it  continue  to  flourish  and  bring 
new  life  into  ail  that  it  touches.

The  Division  of  Nursing  was 

established  in  1942  and  holds  the 

distinction  of  being  the  fîrst  NLN 

accredited  haccalaureate  pro- 

pram  in  tbe  state  of  Louisiana. 

The  minimum  requirement  for  a 

nursing  degree  from  Pillard  Uni- 

versitv  is  133  semester  crédit 

hours.  Fortv-four  hours  are  set 

aside  for  general  éducation  core 

courses,  twentv-seven  hours  are 

required  nursing  cognate  courses, 

fiftv-five  hours  are  required  nurs¬ 

ing  courses,  and  seven  hours  are 
électives. 


Applicants  to  the  Division  of  Nurs¬ 
ing  are  admitted  in  the  fall  semester 
of  their  sophomore  year  or  after  they 
hâve  met  the  prerequisites.  Students 
who  wish  to  enroll  in  the  Nursing 
Division  must  first  complété  the  fresh- 
man  core  in  the  nursing  curriculum 
and  any  other  university  course  work 
with  a  minimum  cumulative  grade 
point  average  of  2.5.  Students  must 
also  attain  a  score  of  100  or  better  on 
the  National  League  for  Nursing  Pre- 
Admission  Examination.

Students  must  also 
attain  a  grade  of  “C”  or  better  in  ail 
freshman  core  courses  in  the  nursing 
division.  Upon  meeting  the  above 
requirements,  students  must  also  ap- 
ply  to  the  Division  of  Nursing.
